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Johnson Gets 
Bill for College 
'Construction

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has sent to President 
Johnson the $1.2-billion college 
construction aid bill — hailed 
by its supporters as the most 
important measure of its kind in 


qp century. 


Democratic leaders said jubi- 


lantly after the 54-27 vote that 
they looked to education as the 
brightest feature on the record 
of the 1963 session of Congress. 


They said the college meas- 


ure would be followed, perhaps 
late this week, by a $1.56-bil- 
lion vocational 
education bill 


on which Senate-House confer- 
ees reached 
final 
agreement 
^Tuesday. 


And they pointed to the $231- 


million medical education bill, 
carrying funds to build new 
medical and dental schools and 
to make loans to students in 
these fields, signed Sept. 24 by 
the late President Kennedv. 


Under the college bill, the na- 


tion's 2,100 private and public 
colleges would be eligible for 


^aid to help in building class- 
wrooms, laboratories and librar- 


ies. 


However, priority would go to 


those making plans to expand 
their facilities sharply to help 
meet the doubling of enroll- 
ments, expected (o reach 7 mil- 
lion by 1970. 


The three-year measure au- 


thorizes annually $180 million in 
grants to four-year colleges, 


05120 million in loans for the 


same institutions, $50 million in 
grants for public junior colleges, 
and $25 million the first year 
plus $60 million each the second 
and third for grants to graduate 
schools. The programs would be 
on a matching basis. 
. The grants would be limited 
to buildings to be used for 
n 


struction of research "in the na-'- 
tural and physical sciences, en- 


gineering, 
mathematics 
and 


modern foreign languages, and 
for libraries. 


These restrictions were writ- 


ten in because many legislators 
felt that across-the-board grants 
were unconstitutional under the 
First Amendment to the Consti- 
tution prohibint Congress from 
making any law respecting an 
establishment of religion.

Supporting the college aid bill 
wwere 37 Democrats and 17 Re- 


publicans, while 17 Democrats 
and 10 Republicans voted no.

edly see eye to eye on most 
farm problems. And Johnson, 
suddenly engulfed with many 
major problems when he as- 
sumed the presidency with the 
assassination of President Ken- 
nedy, is glad to leave the farm 
matters with Freeman. 


Here is the way those close 


to Freeman view the situation: 


Freeman will receive as much 


or possibly more, latitude to run 
his big department from John- 
son as he enjoyed under Ken- 
nedy, who likewise leaned heav- 
ily on him in dealing with farm 
problems. 


Johnson and Freeman think 


alike on such matters as work- 
ing out -plans to aid the low-in- 
come farmer. 


Freeman 
had 
to convince 


Kennedy of the need for a new 
program. But Johnson, a Texas 
cattle rancher, grew up with a 
farm background and there will 
be less need to explain the situ- 
ation. 


Johnson 
and Freeman get 


along well personally. Both are 
politicians. Neither is concerned 
so much with philosophy as with 
how to get this or that problem 
solved.

~ DALLAS (AP).:,- The, house- 
wife who sheltered the family 
of President Kennedy's accused 
assassin says Marina Oswald 
was a great admirer of the na- 
tion's chief executive. 


Mrs. Ruth Paine, who took 


Russian-born Mrs. Lee Harvey 
Oswald 'into her home at near- 
by Irving for two months, told 
about the Oswalds' family life 
in an interview Tuesday with 
newsman Wes Wise of Dallas 
station KRLD-TV. 


On the day of the assassina- 


tion, Mrs. Paine said she arose 
before Mrs. Oswald and her 
children, turned on the televis- 
ion set so they could watch 
Kennedy's arrival, and took her 
own young daughter to the den- 
tist. 


"I left the television on for 


Marina," Mrs. Paine said, "be- 
cause I knew of the great ad- 
miration she had for the Presi- 
dent." 


Before the day ended Oswald 


was arrested and charged with 
killing both Kennedy and Police- 
man J.D. Tippit. About 48 hours 
later a nationwide television au- 
dience and scores of newsmen 
saw Jack Ruby, Dallas strip- 
tease joint owner, kill Oswald. 


Mrs. Paine said Mrs. Oswald 


came to live with her Sept. 24 
because Oswald was out of work 
and worried about their new 
baby, expected 
in 
about 
a 


month. 


Mrs. Oswald now is held in 


protective custody of the U. S. 
Secret Service at an undisclosed 
spot. 


Mrs. Paine 
said when they 


learned a hidden rifleman had 
killed the President, Mrs. Os- 
wald was almost overcome with 
grief and remarked how "aw- 
ful it will be for Mrs. Kennedy 
to raise those two little children 
without a father." 


Mrs. Paine said she and her 


husband met the Oswalds at a 
party before the Oswalds left 
Dallas to live briefly in New Or- 
leans.

er's entertainment success, was 
taken at gunpoint Sunday night 
from a motel on the California-

casino singing engagement. 


A p r i v a t e policeman pa- 


trolling the exclusive Bel-Air 
district picked him up — the 
blindfold still dangling from his 
neck — after he heard a shout 
of "Hey" from darkness behind 
his car. 


The patrolman drove him to 


the nearby home of the boy's 
mother, Mrs. Nancy Sinatra, 
long divorced from the actor- 
singer. There, emerging from 
the trunk of the car where he 
had hidden to avoid newsmen, 
came a dramatic reunion. 


The elder Sinatra, who had 


been negotiating with the gang 
since Monday and flew here 
Tuesday night for the payoff lost 
his look of haggard tenseness as 
he greeted his son. 


Young Sinatra went to bed not 


long after he was brought to the 
home and a spokesman said he 
would not be disturbed until lat- 
er in the day, when lie probably 
would meet with newsmen.

"Saga of Western Man" pro- 
gram, second of a four-part se- 
ries, concentrated Sunday night 
on the American Revolution. The 
result was fascinating. 


The years 1775 and 1776 came 


magically alive through imagi- 
native marriage of camera and 
narrative. Sometimes the scenes 
were shot where the events ac- 
tually had taken place — Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., Lexington, Con- 
cord, Boston and Philadelphia. 


Critical moments of history 


were artfully reconstructed. Sil- 
houettes and shadows of a few 
men accompanied by sound ef- 
fects told of big battles and bad 
defeats. The cameras moved in 
close on old cannons and mus- 
kets and a flag being lowered. 
They depicted a British defeat 
clearly with a picture of a sol- 
dier's hat floating down a small 
stream. 


Altogether it was a well-con-
